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Reasons for Allowance 

2 . Claims 1-15 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claims 1 , 5, 7, 1 1 , and 13 have been carefully considered. Prior 

art of record fails to teach the combination of claimed elements including a method 
for creating a first window to receive video content, having a first non-overlap region, 
that partially overlaps a second window, having a second non-overlap region and 
application elements; wherein the pixels of the first window are set to a chroma color 
and the background pixels of the second window are set to the same chroma color; 
the second window being configured to draw an application element after the first 
window has displayed the video content. 

Krueger et al (US 5,265,202) discloses a method for accessing visually obscured 
data displayed concurrently with a video image within a window that partially 
overlaps data within the computer application. 

Rybczynski (US 6,348,953 Bl) discloses a method for combining a foreground 
image and a background image to give a composite image with a natural optical 
appearance, wherein the foreground image pictures an object or scene with a 
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monochrome background. 

Krueger and Rybczynski fail to teach or suggest a first and second window being 
displayed on a region of overlap; the first window having a first non-overlap region 
and a second window having a second non-overlap region and application elements; 
the first window having its pixels set to a chroma color and the background pixels of 
the second window also set to the same chroma color, wherein the second window is 
configured to draw an application element after the first window has displayed the 
video content.
